3. Thailand and China continue to urge Son Sann to join with the Demo- 
cratic Kampuchea (DK) forces in an anti-Vietnamese coalition prior to a UN 


conference on Kampuchea in July. While prospects for the early formation of a 
coalition of some sort are somewhat improved, its viability would be poor. (S) 
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
